NOVEL INTERIOR DECORATIONS. 


Innovation* Introduced Since Electricity 


Was Adapted to House Lighting. 


[New York Sun.1 


"Interior decoration has been greatly 


affected by electric lighting," said a genUs- 
man who" -was formerly Edison's first as- 
sistant at Menlo Park, as be and a reporter 
enterel the large show-room of a manu- 
factory ot electrical apparatus. "Look at 
those globes and you will see shapes which 
were never thought of before alectric lights 
were introduced." 
. 
The reporter looked in the direction indi- 


cated, and saw many rows of glass globas of 
Tarious shapes, but none resembling those 
usually seen on gas fixtures. Some were 
formed like lilies, some like blusbells, and 
these with many variations in color and siza 
met the eye in large numbers. 


"These shapes have been developed," con- 


tinued the electrical engineer, "by electric 
lighting. Electric lights hang downward 
and globes formed like these end off the fix- 
tures most gracefully, the curved rod to 
which the lamp is attached being regarded 
as the stem and the globe as the flower. You 
will see this principle carried out in many of 
the fixtures overhead." 


Looking up, the reporter saw surpended 


from rods running across the ceiling hun- 
dreds of 
fixtures. Especially noticeable 


•were some brass chandeliers which bad been 
Imported from London. They were worked 
in beautiful designs of 
leafy, drooping 


branches, with glass blossoms inclosing the 
electric lamps. Near by was a chandelier 
of crystals ornamented with jeweled glass. 
A switch was turned on and in a mo- 
ment the room was brilliantly illumi- 
nated. The current had run along the rods, 
and 
the 
electric lamps were lighted. 


There was a wealth of color—shimmers of 


blue, orango, carmine, and yellow—and 
many tints reflected from brass and crystal. 
The finest fixture was an enormous panel of 
brass set in the wall. It represented trellis 
•work and vines. In addition to the colored 
globes, the glass on the lamps themselves 
•was colored. As a result, many colored 
lights shimmered among the leaves. 


Another handsome fixture, not for light- 


rag, but merely for decorating purposes, 
•was a center piece for a ceiling. It was a 
large 
semi-globe of opaque substance, 


studded with jewelled glass. 
This was 


placed over a cluster of electric lamps. 
IVhen the latter were lighted, the jewelled 
glass glowed. This fixture is designed for a 
room with a looking-glass frieza which will 
reflect the glow. 


Are Anlrrmli Superstitions? 


DO animals 866 ghOStS? Of COUIBC then 


are no ghosts, but that makes no differ- 
ence. Science and philosophy agree that 
it is not at all improbable that nothing 
really exists and that nothing is, except 
perturbations of brain cells. Anything 
that we may think -we seo may not, after 
all, have any existence—at any rate, it 
does not exist as-we see it. Do animals 
know about ghosts and do they think 
they see them? In his latest book Sir 
John Lubboek undertakes to tell how the 
world appears to animals, but he doesn't 
enter into the possibilities of superstitions 
among dogs and horses, for instance. 
Certainly, the world does not appear the 
same to the ant that it does to man; and 
not quite thesame to the dog or the horse, 
since the dog and the horse do not laugh. 
If we take the conclusions of science re- 
specting the development of tho intelli- 
gence, we ought to be able to believe that 
the more intelligent of the lower animals 
have superstitions that correspond in 
some measure to those of the least intel- 
ligent human beings. 


That many animalsreason, draw logical 


Inferences beyond the operation of in- 
stinct, is pretty well settled. When a 
dog or a horse has exhausted all its ex- 
perience in attempting to account for 
certain phenomena, does it conclude that 
the thing is supernatural or out of the 
order of explicable phenomena? Novel- 
ists tell us about the amazing fear of 
dogs and horses ordinarily fearless, when 
ulaced under conditions that excite the 
i car of superstitious persons. 
Are there 


facts to warrant this? If dogs and horses 
see ghosts they must be capable of the 
simplest form of religions emotion; that 
is to say, the fear of the inexplicable, 
which in the savage is regarded by science 
as the beginning of religion. Dogs have 
what in science passes for moral sense. 
They are conscious of wrong doing and 
practice self restraint. Of course it all 
grows out of the experience that the do- 
ing of certain things is attended with 
more pain than the momentary pleasure, 
but this, science tells us, is the basis of 
the moral sense. At all events, science 
is bound to admit the potentiality of 
superstitions in animals. — Milwaukee 
Sentinel.

Canada has a debt of nearly three hun- 


dred million dollars. This enormous debt 
for a population of less than 5,000,000 has 
been incurred, in chief part, for the im- 
provement and extension of the facilities 
of transportation in the Dominion, with 
special reference to the encouragement of 
immigration. Yet between 18C1 Bud 1881 
the population increased by only about 
one-quarter, and since 1881 tbe gain can- 
not be more than one-tenth, if it is as 
much AS that. The purpose for which tha 
debt was contracted has therefore not 
been accomplished. It is true that tho 
railways have been built and the canals 
improved, but the number of settlers who 
huve come in consequence is small. Dur- 
ing the twenty years between 1861 and 
1881 the foreign population of Canada 
actually decreased by nearly 100,000, or 
bard on one-sixth, though meantime over 
500,000 immigrants bad been imported. 
Allowing far the death rate, it yet appears 
that at least three-fourths of the immi- 
grants, drawn to Canada at vast expense 
to the government, passed over to us, 
making Canada a mere place of transit, 
The same is true of the immigrants jiuce 
1881, Nor are they alone in oiossicg the 
border. Natives of Canada are also emi- 
grating bitber, ao that at least one million 
of our population have coma thence.

therefore, is more like an old and ex- 
hausted country than a new and yet un- 
developed one.
